A 
case in point ie the arrest of Alfred Dawson, 
last spring, charged with taking with intent | 
to defraud, a post-hole auger, and hie recent 
coumital to jail for one month at hard labor 
for the offeace. The circumstances of the 
case, as undisputably shown in evidence, 
were alter thie formula : A borrowsan article 
unconditionally from B, of whieh C is the 
owner, with or without A's knowledge. D 
desires to use the article and aske B tur the 
loan of it. B replies that he may have it 
when A ie done with it. A is net done with 
it, but allows D to have it in the meantime. 
E also desires to use it and makes a request 
similar to that of D, and receives a similar 
anewer. Ecarries this anewer to A and is 
informed that he caunot have it as A is nct 
done with it. E then, with C, the original 
owner's cousent, obtains the article from D, 
and proceeds to ute it. A, who is still re- 
sponsible to B for the article, sees it lying on 
property belonging partially to E, who 
brought him the conditional order trom B 
for \ts possession. Under the terms of that 
order A resumes possession of it. This ise the 
crime with which Dawson was charged— 
assuming possession of something which, ae 
far as he knew, was lawfully in his possession. 
Afterwards he was notified by the person 
from whom be borrowed it as to the real 
ownership of the article, and requested to re- 
turn it. This he failed to do—as he asserts, 
and it ie not shown to the contrary —through 
no fault of hisown. But whether in fault in 
thie part of his action or not, that is not 
the crimeot which he standecharged. He is 
charged with taking ‘unlawfully, felonious 
ly,” etc., and not with retaining or neglect- 
ing, or refusing to deliver up, and this is the 
crime for which he is now undergoing im- 
prisonbent. The value of the articie in ques- 
tion, it may be wentioned, is estimated vari- 
ously at from $2 to $10. For this crime he ts | 
arrested, handcuffed and kept it: custody 
over night.
